NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 13th July, 2012 

G.S.R. 561(E). — Whereas the Central Government had declared Hong 
Kong to be a reciprocating territory with effect on and from 1 st December, 1968, and 
the Supreme Court, Victoria District Court, Kowloon District Court and Fanling 
District Court of Hong Kong as the Superior Courts of Hong Kong for the purpose 
of section 44 A of Civil Procedure Code (CPC) vide notification of the Government 
of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Law No.GSR 2096, dated the 18 th November, 
1968; 
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AND Whereas, People’s Republic of China, upon resumption of the exercise 
of sovereignty over Hong Kong with effect from 1 st July, 1997 under a joint 
Declaration of the Government of United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland and the Government of the People’s Republic of China on the Question of 
Hong Kong, signed at Beijing on the 19 th December, 1984, established the Hong 
Kong Special Administrative Region of the People’s Republic of China; 

AND Whereas, the said Declaration stated, inter alia, the Basic policies of 
the People’s Republic of China regarding Hong Kong and elaboration of them in the 
Annexure I to the said Declaration which has been incorporated in the Basic Law of 
the Hong Kong Special Administrative Region; 

AND Whereas, after the establishment of Hong Kong Special Administrative 
Region, the independent judicial power in that Region has been vested in the courts 
of Hong Kong Special Administrative Region and the power of final judgment in the 
courLof Final Appeal (Part III of the Annexure to the said Declaration); 

AND Whereas, international agreement to which the People’s Republic of 
China is not a party but which were implemented in Hong Kong may continue to be 
implemented in the Hong Kong Special Administrative Region (Part IX of the 
Annexure to the said Declaration) ; 

AND Whereas, the Government of India maintains the existing arrangement 
for reciprocal enforcement of judgment between India and Hong Kong under section 
44 of C.P.C. after the restoration of Hong Kong to the People’s Republic of China 
and establishment of Hong Kong Administrative Region thereafter; 

AND Whereas, with establishment of Hong Kong Administrative Region and 
change in the nomenclature of the Superior Courts of Hong Kong Special 
Administrative Region, it is expedient to amend the said notification to declare the 
Hong Kong Special Administrative Region as the reciprocating territory with effect 
from I s ' July, 1997, and new structure of the courts in the Hong Kong Special 
Administrative Region to facilitate enforcement of the judgment of the Superior 
Courts of Hong Kong Special Administrative Region in India; 

NOW, therefore, the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Explanation I to section 44 A of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (5 
of 1908) and in supersession of the Government of India, notification in the 
erstwhile Ministry of Law (Department of Legal Affairs), notification 2096, dated 
the I8 rh November, 1968, except as respects things done or omitted to be done before 
such supersession, hereby declares, with effect on and from 1 st July, 1997, Hong 
Kong Special Administrative Region to be reciprocating territory for the purposes of 
said section and the following Courts in Hong Kong Special Administrative Region 
to be the Superior Court of that territory, namely: - 

1. the Court of Final Appeal (the Highest Appellate Court in Hong Kong Special 
Administrative Region), 
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2. the High Court consisting of Court of Appeal, and Court of First Instance, and 

3. District Court 

Explanatory Memorandum; The change in the set-up of court in Hong Kong Special 
Administrative Region with effect on and from l sl July 1997, as stated in the 
Preamble of this notification necessitates the requirement of giving retrospective 
effect to this notification. It is certified that giving retrospective effect to this 
notification will not adversely affect the interest of any person.
